WHY BUCK INTEREBT IN

In the paat the office of lieutenant governor of 
Idaho haa been of Utile conaequenct. Ftw candi- 
dalca filed for the doubtful honor of presiding over 
thB aUt« aenate lor two eo-day leclslatlve seulons 
in four years. Idaho'a governors have been Inordin- 
ately healUiy, and there haa been no chance (or -auc- 
cexalon because ot death. 

But thia year, "everybody wanta (0 get Into the 
act.- ■ 

We see two reasons. One haa been the varlou* 111- 

usea of Prtaident Eisenhower himself In the laal 
few yean, soma extremely serloui. Tills tias pointed 
attention to Vice Prealdent Nixon— and to all vice 
prtaldentA who are to follow. Just a few yeara back, 
no one was stunned more than Harry Truman when 
he was suddenly called upon to takeover the WhUe 
House and a war. Calvin Coolldge was steeping In 
pejicetut New England village when he took the oath 
of office aa President ot United States. Hla own 
father, a JuiUce of the peace, administered It. 

We doubt that anyone la filing tor lieutenant gov- 
ernor on the chance that an Idaho, governor will die 
In office. But the office this year takes on an allure 
because of rumor*— and there may nol.be one grain 
ot truth In them. The atoa peralals, however, that 
Governor Bmylle— even l( he runs and la reelected— 
doea not expect to serve out another four-year term. 
Two reaaon* are given -for this: He want* to be a 
United State* senator. In 1900, In the middle of a aec- 
oi)d term— In case he Is reelected— a U. S. senatorial 
campaign comes up. Senator Henry Dwonhak is get- 
ting old, and la eiltlUe for rtUrement and pension 
anyway. He might not run again. lHic odd* may be 
against such a surmise, since many'belleve Henry will 
b« ft candidate as long as he can hobble around.) But 
the (ovemor of Idaho might make a try for the aen- 
ale— and the lleulensnt governor would atep up. 

Also, there la a persistent rumor that. Bob -Smyiie 
might want to get fixed for life before the Elsenhower 
admlnlatraUon is cndtd. Which Indicate*. In cue 
Bmylle 1* reelected. th*t about IHO he would be olfer- 

I a federal judgeship. 

Anyway, there are a lal ot potential Ilrulenanl gov- 
ernor* on the scene for th* elections.— Idaho 
Farm Journal (Boise).

President 
Elsenhower talked yesterday: Hoov- 
er, a penonally kind man, looked 
u out of date as he did from the 
time the depixsslan started during 
hU adminiatnyUon In IS2B, 

The steps he took then to relieve 
unemployment and get the economy 
moving were limited and inadequate. 
He was reluctant then, and still ap- 
pcsrs so. U> recognize the rei'ponal- 
blllty of the Bovemment for the 
general welfare of thB people. 

Tnnnin. whoso "fsir deal" was 
the nioctssor of Prealdent Koose- 
velt'i new deal, pitched his whole 
speech on the baslo Ideas Ixhtnd 
both deals: that the govenunent 
must not only help people In dis- 
tress but li responaibtB for the gen- 
eral welfare. 

President Elsenhower, a true re- 
flection of changing tlmES and thB 
changes In the Republican leader- 
ship. In his talk plainly recognlied 
government responsibility. HU ad- 
ministration has not only accepted 
much of the new and fair deal pro- 
granu but expanded them. 

In the depths of the depression 
Hoover was optlmlattc It would lust 
go away. He appears now to think 
the recession of today will do the 
isinB.

There Is a new iMby lii the house.
